O motorists hardened to police harrying, the estimate of Sir Percy Sillitoe, a 

former chief constable and lately head of M.L5, that 85 per cent of the police 

are now engaged in traffic work, will come as no surprise. “Such a state of 
affairs,” says Sir Percy in the Sunday Times, “ should never have been allowed to 
develop.” Thus one more authoritative—and expert—voice is raised in condemna 
tion of government dereliction of duty over the years. The point is hammered home 
“A revised road system, more adequate parking facilities and good, uniform street 
lighting have been repeatedly advocated. The number of accidents and traffic jams, 
and also the motorists’ tempiation to commit minor offences when he is hemmed in by 
restrictions, would decrease, and the police would have a chance to get back to thei 
basic work.” 

Such views, coming from such a source, should command the respect they deserve, 
and are some consolation to motorists who feel indignation at the seemingly increas 
ing attention they attract from the police There is at least one officer of high 
standing—if now retired—who feels that all is not right with such a state of affairs 

Sir Percy’s remedies include one that has many times been advocated—the forma 
tion of a special traffic corps. In reiterating this suggestion, however, he makes onc 
or two remarks that need questioning. The men for a traffic corps, he says, would 
not need to comply with such stringent standards of “ physical stature, health, and 
so on.... Recruiting for such a corps would present fewer difficulties than recruiting 
for the police proper.” 

There exists a suspicion that the standards for police recruitment have been lowered 
far enough already. Therefore we do not think it wise that still lower standards 
should be acceptable for a traffic corps. Any duties with the police put unwonted 
power into the hands of the people concerned, and history has many times shown 
that power exercises a tremendous fascination. “ All power corrupts ” the famous 
saying goes, and such bodies as the police need to choose men of so high a calibre that 
they disprove the maxim. In the competitiveness of the labour market today such a 
task is not easy, but it is not one to shrink from 


Weather or Not 


AR too many motorists indulge their natural timidity during the winter months 
in Britain instead of responding to the challenge of the weather on the road 
For the fact is that although the British climate is wayward, it is rarely suff 
ciently troublesome to stop, or even seriously to slow down, the driver and car well pre 
pared for the journey. It is towards this preparation that the winter equipment issue of 
The Autocar is devoted, as well as to the maintenance of the car in the best possible 
condition when it is in the garage during the inclement months. Much can be done, and 
reasonably inexpensively, in these directions by the skilful purchase and fitting of 
winter accessories. Although the ultimate in fog is unconquerable by vision, any 
thing short of that can be overcome by judicious lighting, and although too much 
enterprise on snow and ice can land a driver in the ditch, quite reasonable progress 
can be made with the help of the correct tyres (and pressures), chains, end a little 
skilled advice. Within the garage, as without, cold and damp are the enemy, and thi 
battle aim is to keep it out of engine and body. The war is fought annually, and on 
the whole the British car and driver have the upper hand 
There is some justification for the British motorist’s obsession with his winter 
climate, for the fact is that winter motoring in Britain is a less certain process than in 
most countries. The temperature in the British islands hovers around 32 deg I for 
a surprising length of time during most winter days and nights, and this fact, coupled 
with the frequent and heavy rainfall, leads to changing characteristics on the road 
Where a Continental climate applies, the thermometer tends to go down and stay there 
in the winter; the snow falls and stays likewise, and the motorist who has adapted 
himself to snowplough-cleared roads and their carpet of ice 1s more or less ready for 
anything. It is amazing how skilful one becomes on ice after a week of practic

GLANCE at a typical pre-war car and a present-day 
A model shows that much development work has been 

done to improve the product and make it more suit- 
able for its purpose, but good as this development work is, 
the full benefits of safer, more comfortable and faster travel 
cannot be obtained unless development is complete. It is 
no use increasing the performance of an engine without at 
the same time making sure that the transmission com- 
ponents can withstand the increased loading. In a similar 
way the task does not end with the design of the car, which 
is after all only part of the transport system, the other part 
being the road on which it has to travel. It is a very 
great credit to those responsible for car design that their 
vehicles behave as well as they do under some adverse road 
conditions, but they could be much more efficient if they 
were operating on roads designed for four wheels rather 
than for four legs ! 

At last it has been appreciated in most quarters that the 
need for road improvements is long overdue, and in a 
number of cases improvements have been made or are at 
the moment in course of construction. To carry out one 
minor improvement may be a difficult and costly job and

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also one that may take a considerable time to complete 

Those responsible for the roads of Warwickshire have 
been carrying out modifications and also obtaining a large 
amount of data to determine the effectiveness, or otherwise, 
of modifications that have been made The ideal road 
would be a straight line running between the two points 
marking the start and finish of the traveller’s journey, a 
fact realized very many years ago by the Roman road 
builders but forgotten for many centuries until the autobahn 
type of road was constructed on the Continent and some 
of the State highways were built in America. In a highly 
developed country such as England, which possesses a vast 
network of out-of-date third-rate roads, it is considered by 
some people to be more difficult to build modern highways 
than it would be in a country where few roads are at 
present in existence. For example, in reshaping a twisty 
road and converting it to a straight line, it may be necessary 
to demolish and rebuild houses or other buildings, a_factor 
which presents many problems in a country already short 
of houses. 

Although the prospect may not seem very bright, there 
is sull much that can be done to improve the existing roads 
and keep the traffic moving. It is the necessity to change 
the cruising speed that is responsible for much congestion; 
for example, if a fast, straight stretch of road is followed 
by a slow bend there may be a tendency for the traffic to

pile up at the end of the straight. This in turn will increase 
the traffic density on the bend, which is just what should 
be avoided. Apart from the safety angle, this need for 
change in speed considerably increases the wear and tear on 
the car by increasing the need for braking and acceleration, 
is well as imposing side loads because of the centrifugal 
when the car 1s cornering 

Just how much a bend in the road slow 
stream, and how much is it necessary to increase the radius 
of the bend in order to prevent congestion?

The illustrations show the contours of the bend in its 
original state, and after modifications had been made.

The width of the original 23ft carriageway is unchanged,

The results show that the modification that has been 
made to this single bend has considerably improved the 
traffic flow and increased the speed for all types of vehicles 
Further, the increase in average speed of 7.5 m.p.h. for cars 
in the general category results in an average that is quite 
close to the speed of 42 m.p.h. that was obtained on an 
open road section of AS. The modification, then, has re- 
placed a slow, dangerous bend by a fast, gentle curve with 
considerably increased visibility, transition curves into and 
out of the main radius, and an increased super-elevation 
Moreover, the speed for the slowest group of vehicles 
trucks, buses, and so on—is now above that of cars in the

Beam and Independent 


The difference between the results for beam axle car; 
and for those fitted with independent front suspension 
shows that the more modern type was considerably faster 
both before and after the modification had been made.

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Colour is Indication 


of Condition 
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if the Lubrieant Contains Additives

OO many car owners are not, it must be admitted, 

lubrication conscious. They may from time to time 

take a fleeting look at the dipstick, and, if the level 
is low, grudgingly have a pint of oil added to the sump 
contents while they replenish the petrol tank. In the worst 
cases they have been known to wait until the oil pressure 
gauge or warning light flickers before deigning to use the 
dipstick! 

On the other hand, the conscientious owner will not fail 
to use the dipstick every time he takes his car out. He 
may know very well that ‘1:e should find the level well above 
the minimum mark, but he also knows that accidents can 
happen to even the best maintained engines and that a sump 
drain plug or pipe union can mysteriously become loose 
and allow loss of oil. An oil pipe may even fracture with 
similar consequences 

The owner who is careless of his car’s needs probably 
never thinks of cleaning or replacing the oil filter, according 
to the type whicl. may be fitted to his car. In fact he quite 
likely does not know that the lubrication system incor 


porates a filter and, if he does, could not say when the filter 
was last cleaned or changed, assuming that it ever was 

The conscientious owner, however, does remember the 
oil filter and makes certain that it is cleaned or changed 
at the recommended intervals. He takes a delight in ascer 
taining that the oil on the dipstick appears clean and 
translucent. That is evident from recent correspondence 
from readers, for they have, in many instances, noticed that 
the oil no longer appears to remain clean for such long 
perk ds 

Phere is usually a simple explanation for all the peculiar 
symptoms which appear to afflict the internal combustion 
engine, filling the car owner with alarm and despondency 
until it is found that no dire consequences result. So it is 
with oil which may appear so dark as to be really dirty, for 
provided that oil changes and filter cleaning have been 
carried out at the proper intervals there can be no dire 
consequences 

The explanation is that most modern oils contain chemical 
additives of the anti-oxidant and detergent types. The anti 
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OIL FILTERS 


oxidant increases the resistance of the oil to oxidation at 
high working temperatures and prevents corrosive action 
on hard alloy bearings. The task of the detergent is to dis- 
perse the products of combustion oxidation of lubricating 
oil and fuel into microscopic particles of non-abrasive types 
which remain suspended in the oil, so that they are pre- 
vented from settling as sludge in the sump and in the 
interior of the engine generally 

It is these tiny suspended particles of carbon which give 
the oil its dark appearance. Indeed, the colour of such oil 
is no longer an indication of its cleanliness or of the need 
for draining and replenishing the crankcase. The degree of 
oil darkening will, of course, depend on the mechanical 
condition of an engine, especially as regards the fit of the 
pistons and piston rings. Engines in poor mechanical con- 
dition suffering from considerable piston ring leakage will 
suffer rapid darkening of the oil, whereas oil in engines of 
new mechanical condition will show very little darkening. 

But, the lubrication-minded owner may wonder, is the 
filter at fault in not removing these particles floating in the 
oil? It may be over-simplification of a rather complex 
subject to answer “No, the particles are too fine for the 
filter to remove them,” but that is what it amounts to so 
far as the car owner is concerned. The filter is still just 
as efficient as it originally was, and is quietly going on with 
its task of removing impurities such as the larger carbon 
particles, road dirt, particles of metal, and so on, thus help- 
ing to minimize abrasive wear. 

Indeed, there would possibly be more cause for dis- 
quietude if the filter did remove this suspended matter from 
an oil containing a detergent additive, for it would perhaps 
be removing some of the additive as well. This is where 
the complexity of the subject comes in, for it has been 
widely investigated by the oil suppliers and filter manufac- 
turers. Actual experimental results show considerable 
variations according to oil temperature, type and size of 
filter and nature of the additive. 


Additive Subtraction 


Filters fall into two main classes, those which act as 
mechanical filters or strainers and those which act by 
adsorption. The oil supplier incorporates the appropriate 
amount of additive and any excessive removal of additive 
by a filter is accordingly undesirable. 

There are three ways in which additive removal can 
occur, by direct adsorption by the filter material, by the 
removal of insoluble matter containing adsorbed additive, 
and by the removal of insoluble products formed from the 
additive by the action of heat, or hydrolysis under the influ- 
ence of water. Regarding direct adsorption, experimental 
results show that most filters remove a proportion of addi- 
tive from most oils, although the retention of additive by 
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continued 


the filter is apparently specific for each combination of filter 
medium and additive. Only negligible amounts of additive 
are removed by filters of the mechanical or strainer type 
but adsorption filters may possibly remove substantial 
amounts of additive. Generally speaking, engine-mounted 
filters on car engines are too small in dimensions to cause 
serious depletion of the additive, except in cases of neglect 

The removal of insoluble material containing adsorbed 
additives can occur as follows: the organic solids are kept in 
suspension in the oil by the adsorption of the detergent 
additive upon the surface of the particles, which are thereby 
prevented from coalescing. The amount of additive which 
has performed its duty in this way has necessarily gone out 
of active circulation and any retention of suspended par- 
ticles by a filter would, therefore, retain the additive 
adsorbed on them as well. 


Influential Factors 


It is believed that the reduction in additive concentration 
in the oil from this cause would normally be quite small, but 
it would vary from one additive to another and would be 
influenced by the type of engine, type of oil and the running 
conditions. 

Loss of additive from the oil by the removal of insoluble 
products formed from the additive is not strictly attributable 
to the filter, for the benefits conferred on the oil by the addi- 
tive would diminish according to the extent of the additive 
decomposition, whether the oil were filtered or not. How- 
ever, any insoluble compound so formed would be removed 
by the filter and would, therefore, affect its useful life. 

In short, there are many variations arising from different 
types of oils, additives, conditions of service and filters, so 
that the problem certainly is a complex one. The car owner, 
however, need not concern himself with the possible removal 
of additive or the colour of the oil, provided that he con- 
tinues to carry out oil changes and filter cleaning at the 
recommended intervals. 

Of the effectiveness of the detergent additive in prevent- 
ing the deposition of sludge in the engine there can be no 
doubt. In new engines the oil keeps the lubricating system 
and the interior of the engine so free from deposits that, after 
many thousands of miles’ running, the engines appear to be 
in virtually new condition when stripped down. Broadly 
speaking, petrol engines do not need the use of highly deter 
gent oils such as are often used in diesel engines, because 
the latter use a fuel of much lower volatility which is thus 
more difficult to burn, in addition to being less highly 
refined than petrol. The use of mildly detergent oils in used 
engines does not disturb existing sludge, but the gummy 
and varnish-like deposits on rubbing surfaces, such as piston 
walls, in piston ring grooves and on burning surfaces, are 
gradually dispersed. 


After 32,000 miles, during

Bentley Road Test MP.G 


WING to a most regrettable error, 

the overall fuel consumption of the 
Bentley sports saloon with automatic 
transmission was given as 12.3 m.p.g., 
over 206 miles, in the Road Test pub- 
lished in The Autocar of November 6 
(page 733). This should have read 16.0 
m.p.g. for the distance quoted (17.7 litres 
per 100 km instead of 23 as originally 
printed). 

The Road Test stressed the superior 
acceleration performance, in general, dis- 
played by this car fitted with the auto- 
matic transmission, as compared with the 
model previously tested with the normal 
four-speed gear box and conventional 
clutch. The unfortunate error in basic 
calculations revealed by a re-check of the 
data involved has provided a distorted 
impression of the fuel consumption 
obtainable under give and take conditions 
from the latest Bentley fitted with auto- 
matic transmission and The Autocar is 
happy to emphasize the correct test figure.

DEVELOPMENTS IN ROAD SIGNS 


EW types of road signs are on display 

at a private exhibinon being held by 
Gowshall, Ltd., Lambs Conduit Passage, 
Red Lion Square, London, W.C.1. The 
firm makes virtually all the rypes of road 
signs approved by the Ministry of Trans- 
port as well as pedestrian crossing beacons, 
and suchlike. For some time, however, 
their aim has been to produce signs which 
are more easily visible at night than the 
ordinary painted type which have been 
universally used for many years. 

One result of these efforts has been the 
introduction of signs in which the white 
background is impregnated with tiny 
pieces of glass, of seven-thousandths of an 
inch diameter, giving an even, luminous 
effect when lit by approaching head 
lamps. In contrast, the actual lettering 
of the sign is painted matt black. The 


result is very satisfactory, as can be seen 


in the illustration. The left-hand sign 
uses the orthodox type of reflecting studs, 
and the sign on the right is finished in 
ordinary high-gloss paint.

OU were left, in the best aerial space-ship manner

sumption by 65 per cent by pulling the choke right out 
rhe precision of that figure was achieved by an elaborate 
test rig devised by Ford engineers (page 809, November 
20), and the graphs under discussion were extracted from 
their Paper* 
Take a good, long look at Fig. 9, because the lesson ut 
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the bonnet and using an underbonnet lamp to keep the 
engine temperature up. Over a distance of seven miles from 
rest the car in conditions (i) used 0.43 gallons; in condi- 
tions (11) 0.40 gallons, and (iii) 0.36 gallons. In terms of 
(British) petrol cost only, therefore, those first seven miles 
cost owner (ii) 2.16d more than they cost owner (iii), and 
owner (i) 1.62d more than they cost owner (ii). The big 
decision here, of course, is whether the 1.62d should be 
spent on paraffin for a heater lamp. Bearing in mind the 
other issues involved (neat petrol] down the bores and so 
forth), the answer would seem to be yes, especially if the 
interval in the garage is only one night. 

The frugal owner positively warms to this sort of 
research; metaphorically speaking, he begins to hear the 
jingle of the pennies in his trouser pocket. If he can cor- 
rectly absorb the significance of the columns of Fig. 10 
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there is every chance of there being an odd sixpence 
amongst them after a few journeys. A, B and C are m.p.g. 
columns for three methods of acceleration. A is part- 
throttle, with a change up at 10 and 25 m.p.h. (three-speed 
box); B is full-throttle, changing at 10 and 25 m.p.h.; C 
is also full-throttle, but changing gear at 20 and 25 m.p.h. 
Now this graph can be very misleading, because it sug- 
gests that wide open throttle acceleration is the most econ- 
omical. The columns represent, however, the amount of 
petrol consumed in each gear and do not take into account 
speed and distance travelled. On a basis of distance 
travelled part-throttle acceleration saved about 15 per cent 
of fuel as compared with full-throttle acceleration, though 
the car took 14 times as long to reach 40 m.p.h. “The 
economically minded driver,” remark the Ford engineers, 
“can, when in no particular hurry, save fuel by a light foot 
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on the gas pedal.” It 1s an interesting thought that a “ beat- 
up” of a complete stranger from traffic lights costs about 
0.2d extra in fuel. Is ‘t worth it? 

Speed is costly in fuel, and Fig. 11 shows just how costly. 
No comment is needed here, but the juncture is apt for 
the reminder that the horse-power required to overcome 
wind resistance increases with the cube of the car speed:

Something in the nature of an interim summary can be 
seen in Fig. 14, and we can imagine the malpractices of 
“ Poor Driver,” who was, say the Ford engineers, cryptically, 
“Jack rabbit type, engine idling during long stops, etc.”

France have been manufacturing cars under Fiat 

licence and until the Aronde saloon was introduced in 
the early part of 1951 they were almost identical with the 
products of the Turin factory. The Aronde is one of the 
few cars which has been designed as a roomy four-seater and 
the manufacturers very rightly make no claim for it to be 
otherwise, with no pretence about being able to seat three 
abreast. 

It is of unit construction, the box section frame side mem- 
bers and uprights having the stiffened body panels electric- 
ally welded to them to form a rigid structure to which 
engine, transmission and axles are bolted. Recent modifica- 
tions to the Aronde include the adoption of Gemmer steer- 
ing gear, which is an American design manufactured in 
France, and Armstrong double-acting spring dampers. The 
frontal appearance has been altered slightly by modifying the 
grille, while winking traffic indicators are now placed imme- 
diately above the wrap-round portion of the front bumper 
and are visible ahead and laterally. The spare wheel posi- 
tion has also been changed. 

Weather conditions during the test included everything 
except snow and ice and it can be said straight away that 
the car felt very safe, displaying little of the tendency to over- 
steer that was so noticeable with the model tested two years 
ago by The Autocar. The changes in steering gear and 
dampers have no doubt tended towards this improvement

The competition background of the products of the Simca 
factory are evident in the Aronde and this docile-looking 
family car, for that is what it is, has an excellent performance 
for its size. Its ability to produce good average speeds is 
owed partly to its cornering abilities and partly to the over- 
head valve four-cylinder engine, which is smooth and will- 
ing in a notable degree. It will achieve high speeds on the 
indirect gears, whilst cruising speed on top gear can 
approach the maximum and the engine shows no signs of 
distress given this treatment. A general feeling of tautness 
about the car gives the suggestion that it is unbreakable 

The suspension is firm and there is no roll, enterprising 
cornering methods producing no protest from the tyres. 
Over slightly bumpy surfaces there was no sign of wheel 
patter, indicating that the type of damper used appears to be 
correct, while the anti-roll bar used in conjunction with the 
coil springs of the independent front suspension adds to the 
feeling of confidence one gains after a very short time. It 
is a car of deceptive character, obviously influenced by Con- 
tinental road conditions and capable of achieving a high 
average speed with remarkably little effort in relation to its 
engine size, and with a full load

for quite some distance with no hands on the wheel, only a 
light hold being required to maintain direction, and one has 
the impression of guiding the car rather than steering it. 
The thin rimmed wheel has very little vibration transmitted 
to it, a flexible coupling in the column isolating any major 
road shocks. 

The braking system proves capable of taking care of any 
emergency, although to stop the car from high speeds it is 
necessary to apply a fair amount of pedal pressure. There 


was no tendency to deviate from the chosen path even on 
wet surfaces and at the end of the taking of the test figures 
the brakes were giving the same satisfactory performance 
as at the beginning. A slight brake squeal was noticeable 
in the later stages of the test when braking at low speeds. 


There is a definite feeling of purposefulness about this 
Simca, reminding one of a vintage car but without any of 
its disadvantages. Its directional stability is such that it goes 
where it is aimed, and the ability to corner fast showed to 
advantage on several cross-country journeys of approxi- 
mately 80 miles over give-and-take roads and half the total 
distance after dark. Average speeds in the region of 45 
m.p.h. were achieved, one short journey of 34 miles being 
covered in 40 minutes in reasonably traffic-free daylight 
conditions. 

The engine produces its power without any fuss and has 
obviously been designed to stand up to sustained high 
revolutions. It does not hesitate when the throttle is 
snapped open and starts immediately after an all-night stay 
in the open, the choke control being pushed in as soon as 
the engine fires. It is possible to drive off at once. 

Use of the four-speed gear box, operated by a rigid 
steering column lever with little backlash, helps the com-

paratively small capacity engine to produce its best per- 
formance. And the useful top gear enables a comfortable 
cruising speed of 55-60 m.p.h. to be maintained. At this 
speed, apart from some slight road and wind noise, the 
car is very quiet and the engine unobtrusive; it is not until 
the highest speed range is reached that any noise becomes 
evident from under the bonnet. Only in the lowest ratio 
was any noise apparent from the gear box. Sometimes 
third gear position was a little difficult to find when changing 
up; the synchromesh on top, third and second gears is 
effective. 

Entry is easy through the wide doors, which are hung 
from their forward edges, and the well raked steering column 
places the wheel in such a position as to give the driver 
a feeling of complete control. The seating is on the low 
side, it being possible to see only the top of the right-hand 
wing in a right-hand drive car, but there is no difficulty in 
negotiating rush-hour traffic and general visibility is good, 
except that the mirror gives a restricted view through the 
rear window. The bench-type front seat is adjustable over 
a very reasonable range and gives good support just where it 
is required. The combination of cloth and leather uphol- 
stery prevents any tendency for passengers to slide. 

There is ample room for the left foot away from the clutch 
pedal, which has a pleasantly light movement. The gear 
lever can be locked in the reverse position and a separate 
key fits the right-hand front door and the luggage locker. 
The instruments, consisting of a large semi-circular speed- 
ometer with petrol gauge and ignition and oil pressure warn- 
ing lights, are placed immediately in front of the driver and 
can be seen readily through the single-spoke steering wheel 
Effective instrument lighting is controlled by a rheostat 
below the facia. The twin windscreen wipers cover a good 
area, but they do not park and stick up at an awkward angle 
when not in use.

the auxiliaries are accessible. The cngine oil filler could be 
of larger diameter with advantage. 

Double dip head lamps are used and the full performance 
of the car can be used safely at night. In the dipped 
position, operated by a neat lever below . .c steering wheel, 
the forward range is somewhat restricted by the sharp cut 
off. Twin horns give a typical high-pitched Continental 
note, control being by a semi-circular ring below the wheel 
There are 16 points which require lubrication every 600 
miles. 

The Simca Aronde is without doubt a very practical four- 
seater car designed and built in a businesslike way without 
frills, but with the comfort and ability required to cover 
distances at quite high average speeds. It is a car which 
should have a wide appeal. And with the generous per- 
formance of the engine goes a very modest fuel consumption.

INTER conditions still cause as much trouble to motorists as they did 
in earlier days, when cars were less technically advanced than they now 
are. From the sheer inability to start of a damp engine, to the antics of 


a car on roads made treacherous by snow or ice, it is too often a tale of woe. 
Yet there are many techniques which can be adopted by the owner of a car 
to make the start certain, and to make progress safe and comfortable. And there 
are many devices, too, not only for assisting starting, heating the bodywork, 
seeing in fog and getting a grip on treacherous roads, but also for preserving 
the engine from the very rapid rate of wear from which it can suffer at this 
season. In this review of various aspects of winter’s troubles, devices and 
gadgets are merged with driving and operating techniques : gadgets are no use 
without knowledge, and knowledge is usefully backed up by gadgets. More- 
over, the great number of devices is confusing to the motorist, and it is hoped 
that bringing them together in one article will help. 

On page 858 there is an article which reviews the history and current 
development of special snow tyres and general purpose winter and colonial tyres. 


THE ENGINE IN 


N the early days of motoring, the 
| heater that was placed overnight 

on the ground under the bonnet 
was there principally to stop the en- 
gine freezing. Anti-freeze solutions in 
the cooling water are now universally 
used, and there is no substitute for this 
precaution: but the sump lamp con- 
tinues to be most valuable. It repels 
condensation, and keeps the ignition 
system dry, thus removing what is 
usually the principal cause of difficult 
starting. It prevents the oil from being 
too thick and it assists vaporization of 
the starting mixture by imparting a 
certain amount of heat to the manifold, 
cylinder heads and walls. And, not 
least, it should have kept underbonnet 
temperature sufficiently high to stop 
that extreme chemical laziness of a

very cold battery, for the reactions of 
a lead acid battery, like many chemical 
reactions, are much livelier with 
warmth. 

A lamp that burns night and day for 
a week on one filling of paraffin has a 
negligible fuel cost and takes only a 
couple of minutes to refill and relight 
at the weekend, but small lamps re- 
quiring daily attention are more 
trouble. The best kinds have a pressed, 
one-piece reservoir, so that they cannot 
leak. The wire gauze top must be seen 
as absolutely essential for safety from 
fire risk owing to the possibility of 
small petrol leaks under the bonnet 
and also to the fact that a car- 
burettor is a more or less open petrol 
container which sometimes overflows. 
This wire gauze top should be a snug 
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fit to the lamp, and if it is perforated 
by accident, it must at once be re- 
paired. Electric immersion heaters, 
which are fitted into a radiator hose 
pipe, are clean and convenient, and be- 
sides warming and circulating the 
water in the cooling system, they also 
promote a general under-bonnet 
warmth and dryness. Any heater will 
be made more effective by closing 
openings of the bonnet, especially the 
grille, using a muff or by throwing a 
rug over the bonnet.

There is one very powerful electric 
heater, the Eltron, which uses mains 
current and is equivalent in heat out- 
put to a domestic electric fire. This 
brings the engine up to the lower 
ranges of normal running tempera- 
tures, and involves, of course, quite a 
substantial current consumption, while 
its installation in the engine casing is 
a major operation. An obvious way 
of using such a heater seems to be to 
determine by experiment the length of 
operation required to bring the engine 
up to a desirable temperature, and to 
switch the heater on at the time in 
advance of starting that is indicated. 

If a small battery charger is used 
uightly by a strictly local motorist, it 
generates considerable heat and makes 
a very good under-bonnet heater. But 
it must be placed upright, in a secure 
place. 

Engine condensation takes place in 
the morning, when so large a mass of 
metal and water as a car engine is 
slower to warm up than the air. 


The Smiths thermometer for fitting as 
an accessory ; it is a different model 
from that most used by car makers. 
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When it touches the chilly engine, 
the dampness in the air condenses 
out in droplets. Slightly warming the 
engine with a lamp prevents this. But 
there are other ways of protecting an 
engine from this damp, and also from 
water splashed up from pools on the 
road. Sparking plugs are vulnerable, 
because they are exposed, and because 
high-tension current more readily 
seeks alternative paths than does low 
tension. Nearly all plug makers make 
waterproof terminal caps and covers, 
combining them in some cases with 
television suppressors 


Ignition Leads 


Old plug and h.t. leads with faulty 
insulation will not as a rule give 
trouble when they are dry, but they can 
leak when wet, and certain older kinds 
of distributor have no tight seals and 
screw caps where the leads enter the 
cap: current leaks up from the ex- 
posed metal on the end of the lead, 
at the bottom of its socket, and finds 
a track down the side of the distribu- 
tor. (The outside and inside of a dis- 
tributor cap should be kept very clean, 
as the alliance of dirt and moisture 
makes good alternative paths for cur 
rent.) Protection for such a lead may 
be secured with a small piece of rubber 
gas pipe, a good fit over the lead and

over the outside of its plastic socket 
on the distributor, or a special rubber 
cap. 

Low-tension terminals generally can 
be insulated from damp with elec- 
trician’s varnish, or with black rubber 
cement. A fully waterproofed engine, 
such as the versions of popular car 
engines used in lifeboats, will run hap- 
pily with a hose being played over it! 

The easily vaporized constituents in 
some of the first-grade petrols have 
made winter morning ignition so much 
easier: Pool was inflammable, of 
course, but only just. If a car misses 
its start, however, even with premium 
petrol, it is usually best not to persist 
with the choke and flood cverything, 
but to close it, open the throttle fully 
and, with a few turns of the engine, 
clear the over-rich mixture. A fresh 
attempt to start, after a minute’s pause 
for evaporation of wet patches to take 
place, is then made, and with luck the 
engine will start just at that critical 
moment when the mixture has become 
rich enough but not yet too rich. On 
some cars, the throttle must not be 
touched or joggled or a carburettor 
pump will flood the engine. Others 
are much better starters if the choke 
is not pulled fully out, especially in 
mild weather. The mixture arrange- 
ments of modern carburettors are re- 
markably good, yet it is worth noting 
any peculiarities of a particular car. 

It is also worth noting the degree 
of battery lethargy which makes a self 
start unlikely, so that recourse may be 
had to the starting handle in good time, 
without fruitlessly flogging a _ tired

battery. Cars which have no starting 
handle have batterics so large, power- 
ful and costly that they can never be 
tired, it must be assumed. For the 
large car, whose engine cannot be 
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winter oil when cold and to a summer 
oil when hot. 

It has for long been understood that 
considerable cylinder wear takes place 
when an engine is running cold, 
this being caused by delay in oil 
reaching the bores to some extent, but 
mainly by the effect of wet petrol mix- 
ture washing existing oi! from the 
bores. Corrosion from oil heavily 
diluted with acid by-products of im- 
perfect combustion also tells heavily, 
while too-cold oil also accumulates 
water and unburnt petrol. These are 
avoidable, or almost avoidable evils, 
and so is excessive carbon formation 
in the combustion chambers. All the 
year round, but especially in winter, 
the owner should, after getting the en- 
gine started, at once return the choke, 
keeping the engine running at a fast 
tickover, but not revving, to avoid stall- 
ing. However, stalling the engine

turned by hand by its actual owner, 
a battery charger is an absolute essen- 
tial. It is absurd to be stuck with a 
car which has enough in the battery 
to run the engine, sound the horn, 
shine the lights and play the radio, but 
has no means of starting except a tow 
by a breakdown vehicle. 

Thinner lubricating oils are a great 
help in starting, but it is not wise, 
unless a car is confined to local run- 
ning, to use winter oil thinner than 
that recommended by the car manu- 
facturer. The risks of a too thin oil 
(when it grows warm) are: heavy 
leakage past oil seals designed for 
normal oil only; drops in oil pressure 
at the end of the long series of bearings 
lubricated from the pump, owing to 
excessive escape of oil from earlier 
bearings; and inability to maintain 
sufficient strength and thickness of oil 
films. Too thick an oil is so slow 
getting round a cold engine that bear- 
ings at the end of the chain can be 
seriously starved (delays of as much 
as two minutes have been measured! ). 
Modern oils have a narrower viscosity 
range between the hot and cold 
states than before the war, and this is 
carried to an extreme in the special 
cross-blended Duckham Q 5500 oil, 
which is equivalent to a very thin

through excessive eagerness to return 
the choke is permissible occasionally, 
even praiseworthy. If the choke 
cannot at once be disused, it may be 
partly closed, holding it in the hand 
if it is spring loaded with a “fully out” 
catch. So many drivers wait until the 
engine is “hunting” on an obviously 
too-rich mixture before dispensing 
with the choke. If the car is not fitted 
with a thermostat or radiator blind, a

muff or a rug should close the grille 
completely for a couple of minutes. 

It has become accepted practice to 
drive off at once after starting, and 
some car makers have recommended 
it, though probably because use of the 
throttle dilutes the rich starting mix- 
ture to which drivers will cling too 
long. Yet when one has examined the 
methods of a handful of motorists who 
have obtained phenomenal no-overhaul 
mileages from cars, one almost in- 
variably finds that they keep to the old- 
fashioned practice of letting the engine 
warm up before moving off. (And they 
always use little choke, too.) 

During the trying initial period 
there has been good research evidence 
that graphite, and the injection of 
upper-cylinder oil by special dis- 
pensers, are of great value. Some u.c.l. 
dispensers have a thermostat embodied 
so that they shut themselves off when 
the engine is warm. The placing of 
u.c.l. in the petrol is good, too, though 
it cannot be as effective or generous as 
a supply of oil from a special dispenser. 

Besides mitigating the effects of cold 
starting by the most rapid warming up 
possible, and other palliatives, it is also 
desirable in normal running to keep 
the engine warm, in the interests of a 
good m.p.g. figure and avoiding exces-

sive carbon in the combustion 
chambers (associated with too-cool 
running). In addition, cold-run- 


ning cars can suffer from a quite sur- 
prising sump dilution, which, besides 
being corrosive, disproportionately re- 
duces the efficiency of the oil as a lubri- 
cant. All dilution—petrol, water, 
aqueous acids—starts to steam away 
when the sump oil reaches 70 deg C. 


KEEPING 


EEN motorists reading this journal 

will regard writing first of looking 
after the engine, and then of keeping 
the car’s occupants warm, as the right 
order. Driving in winter, one is not so 
sure! 

The most expensive heaters are very 
powerful and, developed to meet con- 
ditions in such export countries as 
Canada, will keep the interior of a 
reasonably sealed car warm and com- 
fortable. The basic design is a small 
radiator connected to the cooling 
system of a car, and with a control- 
lable-:peed fan to blow air through 
this radiator. They are usually true 
heater-ventilators; that is, they also 
admit and warm fresh air from outside 
the car, besides circulating and warm- 
ing the air that is already inside. There 
may be a mixture control for this. At 
the same time, they are fitted with 
ducts which direct warmed air on the 
windscreen, for defrosting. and demist-

But in view of the fact that in a normal 
engine the oil runs much cooler than 


the water, this point may never be 
reached. With their anti-oxidation 
additives, oils nowadays no longer 


turn to sludge when too cold and too 
diluted, which is a blessing. It can 
be assumed, for the purposes of 
motorists who have no way of check- 
ing oil temperature, that if the cooling 
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ing. These are the Smiths, the 
Delaney-Gallay, and the Clayton- 
Dewandre heating systems. Smiths’ 


full-scale heating ventilating system is 
initial equipment in many British cars, 
and others have built-in provision for 
fitting it as an extra. But all three 
make recirculatory heaters, too, for easy 
fitting as accessories. 

A smaller and cheaper application of 
these principles, which is very effective 
in service, is the Key-Leather Monitor 
The Delco-Remy heater is similar in 
design, and it appears also in a de 
luxe version. The Monitor recircu 
lates the air in the body, but it also 
can have a small fresh-air intake 
Smiths have an inexpensive recircula- 
tory heater, with fitting kits to suit 
most Cars. 

Moving down the price scale, one 
comes next to the Tudor heater. In this 
case there is no separate radiator, warm 
air being taken through and from the

car’s own radiator and passed by a duct 
to the interior, via a distribution unit 
containing a variable-speed fan and an 
annular shutter. The Weathershields- 
Cosmic is similar in principle, but does 
not have a fan to boost the perform- 
ance. Then there is the inexpensive 
A.S. heater. The radiator scoops used 
to collect warm air for this group of 
heaters are associated with baffles, 
either to slow down the air coming 
through the core or to cause it to flow 
through the core more than once, so 
that it is well warmed. Obviously, all 
in this group of heaters take all their 
air from outside the car. They warm 
the interior very well, but they do not 
build up great warmth as do the recir- 
culatory heaters, which pass the same 
air through their heating units time and 
again, with a small admixture of fresh 
air to keep the atmosphere in the car 
fresh. 


One for Fords 


A heater which has its own radiator 
but is very simple is the Delaney- 
Gallay for small Fords. It is mounted 
as an interruption to the top hose of 
the cooling system, takes in warmed air 
from a point behind the fan of the car 
and passes it, for more warming, over 
a small flat radiator element, thence 
through a duct to the body. 

Two very simple heaters, which cost 
little, are the Masterpiece, which is 
either a single or double hot-water 
tube, mounted under the facia and fed 
from the cooling system; and Run- 
baken’s Cosycar, which is a simple 
electric tube heater, worked from the 
battery. 

Heaters give little trouble in service. 
There may in some types be an occa- 
sional air-lock in the water system or 
some other easily rectified fault, but 
complaints of ineffectiveness received 
by the Readers’ Service of this journal

are almost invariably found to come 
from owners of cars with no coolant 
thermometer, and no means of control- 
ling running temperature, either. It is 
not generally realized how cold modern 
cars can run in an English winter with 
cooling systems designed for export to 
tropical countries. There is no heater 
which will function well when the 
supply water is cold.

It will 
easily, during a night, bring a flat bat- 
tery up to a state where it will cheer- 
fully serve the starter in the morning. 
The word “flat” is, of course, there 
used in the popular sense, as meaning 
not lively enough to work the starter, 
and not as meaning completely dis- 
charged. Most of this class of charger 
has special equipment incorporated, a 
charging rate that tapers off as the bat- 
tery state of charge rises being a 
common feature. Such chargers do not 
damage the battery if they are left on 
an hour or two longer than necessary 

The top limit of rating for home use 
is 5Samps. The professional garageman 
may have what is called a boost charger, 
which will charge at a great rate, but 
batteries under this treatment require 
skilled supervision by an electrician, 
who will watch for signs of overheating. 
It is, in fact, possible to do a battery 
considerable harm with a boost charger 
in unskilled hands, for active material

GETTING AL 


UCH care and thought in 

choosing a car go into its 

consideration for fast, long- 
distance touring during the annual 
holiday. In view of the fact that most 
British motorists spend fourteen days 
on that, and have nearer home six or 
seven months’ liability to being caught 
out in a winter night fog, it is surpris- 
ing that there is not a greater insistence 
on good visibility. However, even if the 
car has a long, high bonnet, a wind- 
screen that cannot be opened (as is 
usual nowadays), and no view of the 
kerb for many yards ahead, 
may still be made. If both driver and 
passenger can drive, a drastic measure 
is for the one in the driving seat to 
work throttle, clutch and brake and 
watch for obstructions ahead, while the 
other, in the passenger seat, operates 
the steering wheel with one arm while 
leaning out of the window and follow- 
ing the kerb. A long driver in a narrow 
car can actually do both those jobs 
single-handed. It sounds difficult, and 
it is, when tried for the first time in a 
fog. But if it is rehearsed in advance 
in a quiet road and a clear day by a 
man-and-wife team, and the acquired 
skill “banked” against the time of 
need, it is extremely casy. 

Batteries these days are small. They 
rely on the good output of the modern 
dynamo, and it is possible on a foggy 
night to exhaust the battery by crawling 
at below charging speed with lamps 
burning. If a pair of powerful fog 
lamps, or a pair of dipped head 
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continued 


being mounted permanently on the 
actual car, so that they are available for 
work when the car is away from home. 
The mains current consumption of a 
3-amp battery charger is about equal to 
that of a 60 watt bulb. 

Inspection and, if necessary, topping 
up of the electrolyte level in the cells of 
a battery ought to be carried out 
weekly, for it spoils the tops of the 
plates if they are left uncovered for 
long. And, early in winter, an electri- 
cian should check the electrolyte for 
correctness of specific gravity.

lamps, is being used it may be that 
previous experience of battery exhaus- 
tion on a similar occasion will suggest 
the removal of the right-hand bulb or 
the disconnecting of one lamp. At the 
slowest of crawls the dynamo will 
charge when the car is in first gear, but 
a few miles of this gear may cause the 
engine to boil! Thus on some cars, a 
balance is struck by the watchful 
driver between the perils of a boil and 
of a flat battery, the former being much 
less tiresome. 


Abandoning Ship 


The happiest situation is that of an 
owner who has invested in a heavy duty 
battery, oversized if the bonnet top and 
battery box permit, and a_ battery 
charger. Such a battery, fully charged 
when the journey begins, has an amaz- 
ing endurance. It will cover the need to 
leave side and tail lights on if the car 
has to be abandoned somewhere, as in 
a city side street. To judge by the 
effort most owners make to park their 
cars somewhere where lights need not 
be left on they are most unsure of their 
batteries’ endurance. 

When meeting another driver who is 
using a powerful fog lamp, it is possible 
to be a little dazzled and to stop, leav- 
ing him to do the passing. It clearly 
indicates what you have done if you 
switch off your own fog lamp, to en 
sure that he does not stop, too, produc- 
ing a stalemate. 

Even in fog, chromium plate reflects

well, and if you do have to leave a car, 
it is a good plan to give front and rear 
bumpers a wipe clean and (if there is 
no wind) to hang a sheet of newspaper 
at the front and rear of the car. Last 
winter, a car left with no lamps, or lamps 
which had gone out, was encountered 
in a fog, and it was astonishing to see 
how far the newspaper showed up. 

By the way, the best cars have elec- 
trical failures, and these are sometimes 
caused by a dynamo brush wearing out : 
it gives no advance warning, and so a 
winter essential is the inspection of 
the brushes, a very easy matter on 
all British dynamos. A mere glance 
suffices to show whether there is plenty 
of carbon block left, and, if not, replace- 
ments are cheap. From which arises 
the thought that spare bulbs are not 
very expensive, either. 

The choice of a fog lamp is most im- 
portant. The high quality ones have the 
essential characteristic of having no 
stray upwards light, the least of which 
will be reflected back by fog particles. 
The mounting is important. Most 
people use a high one normally, as the 
fog lamp is in a very vulnerable posi- 
tion if it is placed low, underneath the 
bumper, where it might be ruined by 
a kerb in manceuvring. And a fog lamp 
of the wide-beam kind is used by many 
in lanes and among hills as a cornering 
lamp. About 2ft from the ground is 
suitable in fog. 

Fan beam or thin, penetrating 
pencil beam? It is difficult to judge 
between these rival schools of thought, 
and this writer believes in both. It is 
his view that in normal mist and fog a 
fan beam is best. It shows pavement or 
road verge, so useful in locating the

car and preventing that lost-in-space 
feeling, and it causes cats’ eyes studs in 
the centre of the road to shine. Bless- 
ings on their inventors and those who 
instal] them! But in the really bad fog, 
the one that is as thick and white as 
milk, when he is reduced to a kerb- 
crawl, he likes the powerful pencil 
beam boring a hole in the fog along the 
kerb. Besides the specialized pencil 
beam fog lamps, the narrow beam, long 
range driving lamp, which so many 
people have as a matched pair with a 
fog lamp, is admirable for this purpose. 
It is usually mounted to the right side 
of the car, and high up: if you have 
such a lamp as the Lucas SLR (or 
“Flame-thrower”), it is worth con- 
sidering by what means you could, in 
fog, on the road, easily change it over 
to a low and leftwards position. A 
longer lead, and an alternative bracket, 
for instance. 

In installing an auxiliary lamp of 
high power the full benefit will not be 
obtained unless heavy enough wiring 
is used. There are too many such 
lamps which have been fitted either by 
the garage or the owner with too small 
a cable, which causes a voltage drop. 
It is noticeable that when cable is sup- 
plied by the lamp maker he always, 
anxious that his light shall shine 
brightly, provides a good one. It is 
also desirable to avoid any voltage drop 
by keeping the cables of a reasonable 
length and not letting them wander 
about all over the place. 

British fog lamps have usually a 45- 
to 90-degrees spread. Continental ones, 
such as those of Marchal, have often a 


180-degree spread. With the 640 and 
630 models, Marchal lamps have also a 
beam higher at the extreme ends: one 
might call it a “ dumb-bell beam.” When 
the table of lamp measurements and 
beam characteristics is studied it will be 
seen that both yellow and white light are 
offered, sometimes as alternatives by 
the same maker in the same model. 


White or Yellow ? 


Now, this is a choice which the 
scientists have not settled for us. 
Colouring the light yellow by a tinted 
lens, say some, merely reduces the 
amount of illumination. Others main- 
tain this theory: dazzle, and con- 
sequent contraction of the pupil of the 
eye when meeting other cars, is caused 
by the top end of the spectrum. This 
applies also to light reflected back by 
fog. Thus if the top end is cut off the 
spectrum by golden glass, the loss in 
strength of illumination is more than 
balanced by the fact that the pupil of 
the eye stays more open. If one wishes 
to experiment it is better to do so with 
yellow “night driving glasses,” for 
they tint all the other shop, street and 
car lamps and not merely one’s own 
Some drivers like them very much; 
others regard them as of no value. But 
they are inexpensive and worth trying, 
not in conjunction with a lamp which is 
already yellow, for the double yellow 
is too much. 

This business of the driver losing 
effectiveness of vision applies also to 
bright mains bulbs in cafés and other 
oases of a night journey; it takes tume

for the eyes to readjust themselves 
afterwards to the dimmer standards of 
car lighting. One should not sit or stand 
so as to have strong, direct lighting in 
the eyes during refreshment; and one 
driver known to the writer always puts 
on his dark sun glasses on entering a 
roadside café at night—it has caused 
many suspicions! 

Every effort should be made, on a 
foggy night, to stick to familiar roads 
and main roads, even if it means a 
longer way round, and on longer 
journeys it is also possible, with the aid 
of a map, to plan or modify a route to 
avoid flat river valleys and also great 
heights. Thought for the lie of the 
land is also valuable in those conditions 
where good progress is being made, 
but there are occasional thick patches 
which can alter the situation with 
alarming suddenness, in a hollow, by 
the side of a pond or in a patch of 
heath. They can often be forecast, and 
in any case memorized for the next 
journey along that road. 

There is one absolutely basic need in 
fog, a clean windscreen. A demister, or 
a wipe with a demisting cloth, takes 
care of the inside of the windscreen, 
and a windscreen spray of the outside 
When the quantity of cold blast passing 
over the outside of the windscreen, and 
the smallness of the flow of warmed 
air arising from a demister, are con- 
sidered, it is surprising that screens do 
not freeze

Leaven Textbook Training with Common Sense 


{65284 |—Two of your correspondents on the subject of hand 
signals give their academic qualifications but it would, perhaps, 
have been more inforraative had they given, instead, their total 
driving mileage . 

Their expounding of the textbook aspect of the Highway 
Code is admirable but, as we pass through life, most of us find 
iy advantageous to leaven our textbook training with a helping 
of common sense and humility 

For example, if angling to pass a “ heavy” in full passage, only 
a moron would blithely take the driver's “up and down” hand 
signal to mean that he proposes to pull up at the kerb. It would 
be more prudent to interpret it, especially if it be of quick 
tempo, as “Tuck in behind me, chum, and I'll give you the 
overtake as soon as I can.” 

These carefully chosen commercial drivers—as a class—are,

of the three hand signals that I have always given (and shall con 
tinue to give), which I think would have made everything clear 
to Mr. H, P, C. Murphy [65255], Mr. A. Samson [652561] and 
Mr. J. Burkitt [65257]. These are briefly: the hand, palm for 
ward and arm outstretched, for a right-hand turn: the hand, 
palm forward and arm outstretched at an angle of 45 deg. from 
the elbow, for a stop; waving the hand from rear to front to 
indicate one’s intention to stop at the kerb or for turning left 

It is quite absurd for these gentlemen to suggest ‘that I study 
the Highway Code—of course I have done so, otherwise I could 
not criticize it and make suggestions for better safety. They 
obviously do not stop to read my words carefully. I would also 
draw their attention to the fact that the Highway Code is nor 
law—hence my anxiety that it is rewritten and made law, as 
it is suggested; it should be carefully amended.

Although the later 
Argyll cars adopted this principle, this came about much later, 
as the sleeve-valve engine was first introduced into this country 
by Charles Y. Knight, a young amateur engineer from Wis 
consin, at the instigation of the late Sir Edward Manville—then 
the chairman of the Daimler company, of Coventry. This took 
place not earlier than 1906; previously, it was quite unknown in 
car engineering. 

I drove many Argyll cars shortly after the turn of the century 
with the orthodox valve system, including a three-cylinder model 
of which the manufacturers turned out only a very few

In Sweden, technicians evolved a 
tread from which steel spikes protruded, 
but although this was successful, even 
when used in racing on ice, the tread 
was ineffective in snow and the spikes 
frequently became detached. Driving 
on spikes was extremely unpleasant if 
almost clear roads were encountered 
hen metal straps made their appear- 
ance; they were fitted round tyres in 
the usual way and had spiked tread: 
The spikes were, unfortunately, too 
short to be effective. 

Nowadays the general line of 
thought on this subject is that a tread 
pattern will grip snow if it has a num- 
ber of transverse bars to gear into the 
snow. Final theories are divided, on 
school holding that these edges should 
be close together, and yet far enough 
apart to release their grip on com- 
pressed snow and throw it out as the 
wheel rotates. This principle is similar 
to that of a tank track, which is ex- 
tremely effective under extremes of 
conditions. 

The other school of thought holds

Unfortunately, the greatest difficulty 
of all encountered by those engaged in 
Yesearch is that test drivers tend to be 
influenced psychologically and let their 
imagination distort fact.

The general ten 
dency on slippery surfaces is to hold 
the wheel tightly, perspire slightly, and 
tighten the muscles—an ideal formula 
for the provocation of skids! 

As to ice, it is worst when the tread 
never actually runs on the ice itself 
but on a skin of water. Penetrate the 
surface and the tread will hold. The 
difficulty of manufacturing rubber 
studs or knobbles which will grip is 
tremendous: it is really a job for 
metal. Very dry ice, many degrees 
below freezing, can be quite a good 
surface to drive on. 

Metal has in fact been 
for ice purposes, and the Wyresole 
tyre treads have circumferential coil 
aprings moulded in them.

spring protrudes, so that as the spring 
is ground away a series of prongs pro- 
ject slightly. The prongs move freely 
in the tread and project as the rubber 
is compressed under load. As most of 
the difficulty in the Monte Carlo 
rally is not caused by deep snow, but 
by ice, or compressed snow, their use 
in this connection might be advan- 
tageous 

But something more is required if 
both snow and ice have to be tackled 
at rally speeds. The most recent in- 
troduction is a knobbly tread for snow 
incorporating a circumferential chain 
for ice. First attempts at this were 
crude, but there is definite merit in 
the idea, particularly if the chain could 
be mounted only when required 

Experiments in this direction have 
been going on at Tyresoles—a subsidi- 
ary of the Dunlop organization. They 
began with a tread having sliced knobs; 
this proved ineffective and a normal 
motor cycle chain was levered into a 
central circumferential groove after the

tyre had been deflated. A subsequent 
design retained the chain and included 
stiff cross-bars of rubber with sharp 
edges and shaped to clear themselves 
of packed snow. The results of these 
experiments look promising. The use 
of a chain in this manner originated in 
Scandinavia. 

The average British motorist is un- 
likely to fit special tyres at the begin- 
ning of each winter, though rural 
dwellers may so equip themselves to 
advantage. Whatever the ultimate 
solution is, it must be easy to fit, and 
serviceable. on dry roads 


General Purpose 


That is, perhaps, where the group 
of British tyres which appeared at the 
recent London Show comes in, and 
all of them are designed as general- 
purpose tyres; none is devoted exclu- 
sively to snow. India, for instance, 
call one tread the All Purpose, and an- 
other Winter. Firestone’s name is 
Town and Country. They can be seen, 
when the treads are studied, to retain 
the continuity of pattern in the centre 
of the tread, which is nowadays re- 
garded as a necessity in a normal road 
tyre. Firestone’s pattern is a broad, 
coarse zig-zag; this retains the con 
tinuity which is given to a normal tyre 
by its circumferential ribs, while gain- 
ing an effect almost as good in traction 
as a transverse bar. In some barred 
treads of Continental tyres the pattern 
is closed at the ends, so that a series 
of “boxes” is created. This avoids 
the bumpiness, noise and breaking-up 
of ordinary bars, by providing some 
continuity of running surface. What 
would be thick shoulders, in some of 
the new British treads, have a very 
pronounced pattern, which removes 
some of the mass of rubber and also 
ventilates, and this should avoid the 
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The Bergougnan R.Q.E. tyre. The

LREADY, the official regulations 
for the 1954 Le Mans 24-hour 
race have been published; it still 

seems very early in the day to be con- 
sidering this famous race (the date of 
which is fixed for June 12 and 13), 
but as the closing date for entries is 
January 18 (or February 18 at double 
fees) there is not too much time to 
spare.
